y. Tho 'rest of his stock had not been 
oncbed; not a piece .of goods had even 
>een rumpled, and the1 money drawers had 
lot been tampered with. The burglars 
bad taken every piece of silk in his store, 
xcept two pieces in a jfindow, which they 
hrcw away. Seventy-five pieces and parts 
of pieces, in.all, were taken. Every wr ip- 
ler was stripped off <and thrown on the 
floor. Seventy-five empty wrappers, two 
or three remnants a^id the two pieces 
which were in the window, are all that is 
eft of Mr. Sands large nock of silks. 


The stock was muchllarger than he gen- 


irally carries, he havpng just invested a 
argo amount of money in valuable silks, 
n anticipation of a ris3. The value of the 
nlks stolen is between .three and fourthou- 
iand dollars.

Tbe hair goods wero a valuable part of 


his stock and the borgiaH took every bit 
of made-np hair there »as in the s'tore. 
Mr. Sands makes a.'specialty of this de- 
partment of tbe trade, and tho stork was 
worth $600, which brings the tot il loss 
'ully up to J4.000.

This is the heaviest burglary tba^thas oc- 


curred in this State Ion some time. 


Tbe store was looked up ah-*,, «„ 


o'clock Saturday evening, and the burgla- 
rs' is supposed to have/been committed af- 
:er twelve o'clock. The burglars went up 
i pair of back steps )n ith a ladder, and 
climbed to tho roof. They broke two panes 
of glass in the south skyhdht, and by in- 
serting their hands couild loosen thefastcn- 
ngs. They raised the sash and had then 
'tee access to tbe store. They pulled their 
adder upon the roof and with it descend- 
ed to tbe store.

There is every indication that the work 


was done very quickly A large lot of val- 
uable silk velvets in boxes directly bene.tth 
he hair switches, was not touched. The 
ilore was also filled t^itu other valuable 
roods, but the burglars evidently knew 
heir business and took only the most cost- 
y and compact goods'. Tbe whole busi- 
iess was probably done in fifteen minutes. 
That the burglark wiere professionals is 
more than probable. It is also certain that 
hey knew exactly where the goods were 
icptand were well (acquainted with Mr. 
Sands' store and surroundings. Otherwise. 
hey would have been liable to a mistake 
and would have probaMy taken somcthiu; 
>esldes silks and hair. They were shar,. 
enough to tear the wrappers from every 
piece to avoid identilieation of tho goodb, 
and were well posted (enough to know tbat 
the remnants were not >err valuable and 
could be more easiljf identified than the 
whole pieces. They carried one remnant 
from the store and dnopped it a short dis- 
*ance oLT, behind a pi^e <jf wood, nhere i

lead to the detection of the robbers. The 
floor was "strewn with partly burned 
matches, which furnished them all tho lighl 
necessary lor such dark work. It is a 
wonder that the store) was not set on fire.
